Jessica Valenti is one of the most successful and 
visible feminists of her generation. As a colum- 
nist for the Guardian, her face regularly appears 
on the site’s front page. She has written five 
books, one of which was adapted into a docu- 
mentary, since founding the blog Feministing. 
com. And because of the nonstop harassment 
that feminist writers face online, she says if she 
could start over, she might prefer to be anony- 
mous. “I don’t know that I would do it under 
my real name,” she says she tells young women 
interested in writing about feminism. It’s “not 
just the physical safety concerns but the emo- 
tional ramifications” of constant abuse. 

This is a strange, contradictory moment for 
feminism. On one hand, there’s never been so 
much demand for feminist voices. Pop stars 
such as Beyonce and Taylor Swift proudly don 
the feminist mantle, cheered on by online 
fans. After years when it was scorned by the 
mainstream press, the movement is an edito- 
rial obsession: Sheryl Sandberg’s “Lean In,” 
Lena Dunham’s “Not That Kind of Girl” and 
Amy Poehler’s “Yes Please” occupy, and some- 
times top, bestseller lists. 

On the other hand, while digital media has

amplified feminist voices, it also has extracted 
a steep psychic price. Women, urged to tell 
their stories, are being ferociously punished 
when they do. Some have been driven from 
their homes or forced to cancel public ap- 
pearances. Fake ads soliciting rough sex have 
been placed in their names. And, of course, 
the Twitter harassment never stops. 

Feminists of the past faced angry critics, 
letters to the editor and even protests. But 
the incessant, violent, sneering, sexualized 
hatred their successors absorb is harder to es- 
cape. For women of color, racial abuse comes 
along with the sexism. “I have received racial- 
ized rape threats that I don’t think I would 
necessarily receive if I were white,” said Jamia 
Wilson, executive director of the feminist 
advocacy group Women, Action and the Me- 
dia. She finds herself talking about the online 
abuse in therapy, she says. “There is trauma, 
especially related to the death and rape 
threats,” she says. Eventually, such sustained 
abuse ends up changing people—both how 
they live and how they work. 

Uppity women, of course, have long been 
targets of rage and contempt. In 1969, when 
Marilyn Webb spoke about feminism at an an- 
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tiwar demonstration in Washington, many of 
the men who were listening erupted, scream- 
ing at her to strip and demanding that she be 
pulled down and raped. 

So stories today about Internet abuse inevi- 
tably elicit cliches about heat and kitchens — 
demands that women toughen up and grow 
thicker skin. Punditry and activism, after all, 
are relatively cushy gigs. Reading “nasty virtu- 
al tweets” is far better than being “an undocu- 
mented immigrant trying to feed your family 
in America, or somebody who is wrongfully 
incarcerated, or any of the issues I used to 
work on,” acknowledges Sally Kohn, a Daily 
Beast columnist who was previously the only 
left-wing lesbian feminist contributor at Fox 
News, making her an especial target for trolls. 

Yet try as women might to brush them off, 
the online pile-ons can leave them reeling. 

In 2013, the pro-choice activist Jaclyn Mun- 
son wrote about going undercover at an anti- 
abortion crisis pregnancy center. Soona stalk- 
er was sending her death threats. They scared 
her so much, she started sleeping with the 
lights on. A year ago, she largely gave up writ- 
ing online and deleted her Twitter account. 

Part of what’s different now is the existence 


of organized misogyny, with groups of men 
who are angry at feminism gathering under 
banners such as the Men’s Rights Movement 
and Gamergate, a diffuse network of video- 
game enthusiasts furious at attempts to curb 
sexism in the industry. 

Women who want to brave the toxic stew 
face a dilemma. Online, the easiest way to get 
their message out is to make it personal. From 
Dunham to Sandra Fluke, the most promi- 
nent feminist figures of recent years have all 
opened their lives to public scrutiny. 

That self-revelation brings an inevitable bar- 
rage of sadism. Consider young women’s site 
xoJane, which specializes in first-person nar- 
ratives. “We bring someone here, we develop 
them, they are able to make their name and 
their brand online, and the first chance they 
get they go somewhere safer, like print,” says 
Emily McCombs, the site’s executive editor. 

McCombs herself has decided that her 
next job won't be online. “There are whole fo- 
rums on the Internet where whole groups of 
people discuss how badly I’m aging,” she says. 
“There’s only so long you can deal with that. 
I’ve watched a lot of women in this industry 
burn out.”

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YouTube drunkenness 
light on consequences

Getting drunk is disinhibiting, and the nega- 
tive consequences, especially if you’re young 
and you do it often enough, can include 

car accidents, unsafe sex, fights, victimiza- 
tion, alcohol dependence and other nasty, 
unwanted stuff. 

That’s not the world of intoxication as 
depicted on YouTube, however, where attrac- 
tive people doing funny things predominate 
and “negative clinical outcomes” like the ones 
listed above are seldom on display. 

We know this thanks to an 
interesting study released last 
month in the journal Alcohol- 
ism: Clinical and Experimental 
Research by University of Pitts- 
burgh researchers who watched, 
and coded, the 
70 most popular YouTube videos 
depicting intoxication—a group 
that received, collectively, 333.2 
million views. The researchers, 
from the university's Schools 
of the Health Sciences, say theirs is the first 
“comprehensive” attempt to analyze the way 
intoxication is depicted on YouTube. 

What they found should disturb us, or at 
least make us aware that the mostly young 
viewers of YouTube are seeing a very skewed 
portrayal of heavy drinking. 

‘A lot of the myths that are propagated on 
social media ... are very similar to the ones 
that we see ... propagated through a lot of 
movies and ads and TV shows —namely that 


intoxication is extremely humorous, that it is 
associated with very positive emotional and 
sexual consequences,” said Brian Primack, 
the lead researcher and assistant vice chan- 
cellor for health and society in the Health 
Sciences school. 

“We see somebody falling down, we see 
somebody breaking something, but then 
through quick cuts or through editing, we 
turn that into something funny, as opposed 
to something that might have harmful conse- 
quences,” he added. 

In the real world, Primack, who 
is also a physician, said he sees 
alcohol causing cirrhosis of the 
liver, family breakups and serious 
injuries. 

Do the videos influence the 
behavior of their viewers? Primack 
said there is not enough research 
yet to know, but he suspects 
they do because they are similar 
to movies, television and music 
videos. Research has already 

proven their influence. And YouTube videos 
add “peer-to-peer dialogue” that can be “very 
influential,” he said. 

“We're delivering them a particular type of 
script,” he said. “ “Look, all you have to do is 
look like this and behave like this. Drink this, 
eat this.” 

Primack said public health advocates may 
need to learn to use the very same medium to 
deliver a more realistic message about alco- 
hol and other drugs in order to compete. 


TO FIND AND ANALYZE VIDEOS that depict drunk behavior, the research 
team at the Health Sciences school at University of Pittsburgh chose five commonly used YouTube 
search terms for “intoxicated”: drunk, buzzed, hammered, tipsy and trashed. They watched the 
Top 70 and analyzed them for a wide variety of elements, including the characteristics associated 
with alcohol, consequences and users’ sentiments. Here’s what they found. REDEYE, WASHINGTON POST 
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These percentages of the videos also showed: 

Tobacco 14% Aggression 14% 
Marijuana 4% Injury 19% 

Cocaine 4% Use of avehicle 24% 


The most positive consequences were 
emotional, social and sexual. 

This collection of videos averaged 23.2 
“likes” for every “dislike.”

Sheriff: Expedite cases for minor offenses

Cook County Sheriff Tom Dart says the 
local justice system should expedite cases 
of those charged with minor offenses, cit- 
ing cases such as that of an alleged candy 
bar thief jailed for months before being 
released to drug treatment. 

At a Tuesday news conference at the 
county jail, Dart told reporters the system 
is “not set up to care” about detainees in 
jail on minor offenses who sometimes wait 
for months as their cases wind their way 
through the court system. 

One man spent 114 days in jail, which the 
sheriff’s office runs, allegedly for stealing 
packs of Snickers bars—at a cost to tax- 
payers of more than $16,000, according 
to Dart, who used the case as one example 
of “the outrageous amounts of money we 
spend incarcerating the wrong people.”

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Obama unveils ‘student aid bill of rights’ 


Issuing a clarion call to Americans saddled 
by student debt, President Obama urged stu- 
dent borrowers Tuesday to stand up for their 
rights, and announced a medley of modest 
steps to bring some order to a notoriously 
chaotic system. 

Obama unveiled his “student aid bill of 
rights” before a gymnasium packed with near- 
ly 10,000 students at Georgia Tech, where he 
said the nation must mobilize to bring about 
deeper changes to student loans. Not only 
should every American be able to afford col- 
lege, Obama said, they also should be able to 
afford the loan payments that kick in with a 
vengeance once they graduate. 

“We're trying to tackle this problem from 
every angle,” Obama said. “We want to make 
this experience more affordable, because 
you're not just investing in yourselves, you’re 
investing in your nation.” 

Ahead of his brief visit to Atlanta, Obama

signed a presidential memorandum that tar- 
gets third parties like Navient— formerly Sal- 
lie Mae—that contract with the government 
to collect on loans. Those companies will be 
required to better inform borrowers about re- 
payment options and notify them when they 
are delinquent, the White House said. 

Obama also called for a single website 
where students can see all their federal loans 
in one place—a major problem for students 
with multiple loans or debt that’s been sold 
from lender to lender. He also called for a 
website where borrowers can file complaints. 

Addtionally, Obama floated the possibil- 
ity of proposing legal changes to how student 
loans are affected by bankruptcy. Currently, 
student loans cannot typically be discharged 
even in bankruptcy. His memo also requires 
servicers to apply early payments to loans 
with the highest interest rates, helping stu- 
dents pay off debt faster.

ight years ago, comedian Amy Schumer was begging for just one laugh at 
a Schaumburg comedy club. And this was after she placed fourth on “Last 
Comic Standing.” Fast-forward to 2015, when Schumer is not only writing 
and starring in a hit TV show, but also her own Hollywood movie. The 
comedy world simply cannot get enough. 


But if you think the fame has gone to 
Schumer’s head, you could not be more 
wrong. “Two nights ago, I was carrying a 

space heater up to my sister’s fifth-floor 

walk-up in snow pants in Manhattan,” 
Schumer said. “So, no, {the success} 
hasn’t set in yet. I wouldn’t have been 
allowed in a restaurant with how hor- 
rible I looked. Whether or not I’m 
‘famous’ is not appealing or on my 

mind. Everything is the same.” 
She’s the same fearless, cheeky 
cutup she always has been, open- 
ly riffing about stereotypical 
porn endings, pathetic walks of 
shame and the general hilarity 
of sexual encounters. So what 
changed? Not even Schumer 
knows. But her blowup cer- 
tainly wasn’t a one-nighter. 
“Nothing ever went fast,” 
Schumer said. “I’ve been 
doing stand up over 
10 years.”

The humble performer recently completed 
production on “Trainwreck,” which she wrote 
and stars in alongside Bill Hader. The film 
hits theaters in July. “Mostly Sex Stuff,” her 
red-hot stand-up performance, was Comedy 
Central’s second-highest rated special of 2012. 
And the 33-year-old comic currently is grind- 
ing away on the third season of her sketch se- 
ries, “Inside Amy Schumer.” 

Schumer takes the stage twice Friday (7:30 
and 10:30 p.m.) at The Chicago Theatre. 
RedEye chatted with the sexjoke goddess 
leading up to her Chicago visit.

You were born and raised in New York City. 
What sticks out to you about the Chicago 
comedy scene? 

I think of great crowds. And nice people, 

I love New York, but they are 100 percent 
jaded. People say, “Make me laugh!” Chicago 
audiences are not easy but they’re ready to 
have a good time. And Chicago people can 
drink. They work hard during the week and 
are ready to go nuts on the weekend. 


How different is your life now, in your 

early 30s, than what you pictured 

yourself doing at age 19? 

I would have been blacked out, first of all, at 
19. {Laughs.] I really don’t know. I never had 
an idea. I knew I was going to perform and 
entertain in some way. I try to appreciate it 
now, take in what’s going on. 


There was never a “safety net” career 

plan for you, was there? 

Never. I never had a back-up plan. It’s a good 
thing comedy worked out.

You told me you carried a space heater up 
five flights of stairs the other day, so maybe 
you could have sold those? 

{Laughs.] Absolutely. My family doesn’t have 
any money. There was no relative I could ask 
for a hundred bucks. 


You recently drank coffee with Jerry 
Seinfeld as cameras covertly filmed you in 
an episode of “Comedians in Cars Getting 
Coffee.” That’s probably one of my favorite 
Amy Schumer appearances. Had you ever 
dined with him before? 

I had met him at the Comedy Cellar a 
couple times and I had one meal with him 
and Colin Quinn once, but I hadn’t hung 
out like that before. It was so cool. We really 
got along. He loves comedians and I love 
comedians, so it was just fun. Great conver- 
sations, as if the cameras weren’t there. I’m 
too comfortable on camera at this point, 
trying to make the people on my show 
laugh. I'll walk in the room naked to make 
everyone laugh [while filming “Inside Amy 
Schumer”}. It was fun to learn he was such a 
cool guy. We’re friends now and I’m friends 
with his wife. 


Your new movie is called “Trainwreck.” 
How many times in your life have you 
been called one? 


{Laughs.]} I need to use my phone calculator, 
hold on. 


Oh, come on. 

I am both [types]. I organize the ski trip and 
then say, “Oh my God, we are sleeping till 
noon, we aren't gonna get up early to ski.” I’m 
also the person that is super-motivated, but I 
have felt like a trainwreck many times. 


You have been a roaster on a couple 
Comedy Central Roasts. In 40 years 

when they host yours, what will be the 
most common joke you'll hear? 

That I’m old. Women are old at 25. So by 
then, they'll say I’m super-old and I’m really 
fat. As soon as I get off camera? I’m just go- 
ing to start ballooning. [Laughs.] 


Which comedian’s material would you say 
you connect with most right now? 

Maria Bamford, in terms of connecting with 
her and her material. I don’t know her family, 
but you just connect with it.

What stood out about what you talked about? 
Him telling me about his philosophy on 
performing. He'll do older material that is his 
best stuff, always giving the crowd the best 
show. He’s always compiling the best stuff 
from over the years, rather than being all 
new all the time. I never thought about that 
before. I always thought if I did a joke on TV, 
that material was burned. But he said there is 
no harm in doing your best jokes. You're go- 
ing to write 20 amazing jokes in your career 
and six great closers your whole life, so do 
those. It’s very freeing. 


Twitter has become a huge outlet for comics 
to write jokes. That hadn’t existed online 
before, really. When do you decide if some- 
thing is a tweet or not? Or do you not care 
and just fire off what comes to mind? 

No, I do care. I'll ask my sister, “Is this funny? 
Can I tweet this?” She’ll say, “Uh, absolutely 
not!” and then I do it anyway. Twitter is like 
trying out a joke, seeing if people dig it, or 
don’t. There was a hashtag of #OffendEvery- 
oneIn4 Words and I wrote “Woman who likes 
herself.” People gave me a big reaction. You 
can see what resonates with people. 


What do you think about the idea of balanc- 
ing raunchy sexuality in your humor with 
your feminism? 

I don’t prepare any jokes with that in mind. 
I like talking about sex openly despite not 
having much of it. [Laughs.] That means 
speaking honestly about my life 
experiences, my body and my 
thoughts. That translates to 
feminism: speaking freely, 
which is normally character- 
ized as a male trait, which 
is unfortunate. I happen to 
be a feminist, speaking of 
the inequality and double 
standards, because that’s 
just what I care about. 


Maybe the coolest 
thing you’ve done, 
in my opinion, is 
getting Comedy 
Central to not bleep 
the word “pussy” 
onair. 

Dan Powell, the 
executive producer 


of my show, noticed they bleep the word 
“pussy” and not the word “dick,” so he said, 
“I’m going to take this up with them. I can 
do it myself.” I said, “No, I want to be on the 
call!” It was his battle and I supported it. And 
I was really excited about it. I never thought 
they would change it. He’s the sweetest guy. 
He sounds like Dave Chappelle when he’s 
impersonating white guys talking. They were 
so cool with it. It wasn’t an epic battle. I was 
like, “Please?” and they said, “Yeah.” 


What other words should be unbanned 

from television? 

So I just did dubbing for “Trainwreck,” like if 
the movie appears on network TV, we change 
the words that you aren't allowed to say. You 
can't say “vagina” or that something “sucks.” 
It “stinks.” That annoyed me. Just don’t show 
the movie there, then. 


llove your confidence. Especially your 
speech about that topic from the 
Gloria Awards and Gala [hosted by 
the Ms. Foundation for Women] 
in 2014. Has that trait always 
been there for you? 
I have always been very con- 
fident in those things, but it’s 
a confidence to just be honest. 
What I’m saying is, I wake up 
and I feel like I can’t believe 
anyone has ever had 
sex with me. Other 
days, I’m a healthy, 
strong, beautiful 
woman. You 
need to re- 


member those 
good days 
when the bad 
days come. 
It’s some-

thing to work at all the time: letting yourself 
show yourself love. Treat yourself as if you’re 
your own mother. I try to think about that; 
it’s a constant battle. 


Thoughts from both those sides still arise? 
I feel alot better about it now I feel like 
I’m ina good place with that stuff. I’ve felt 
immune for the past few months to any 
Internet meanness. 


What’s the most important thing that men 
don’t understand about women that they 
should? 

Men should understand that we are doing the 
best that we can. And we should understand 
that about men, too. Women are crazy with 
insanely shaped bodies. We’re born with 
them. And we can have babies. Our chemis- 
try is always changing and a lot of it is out of 
our hands, so to be sympathetic. 


Is there a place you used to be afraid to go, 
comedically, that now you don’t even hesi- 
tate approaching? 

I have evolved to telling true stories. Story- 
telling is a skill you develop over time. I’m 
still trying to get it. I just feel like there is 
more weight now to what I’m saying. I’m be- 
ing careful with my words and not just saying 
something horrible because people might 
take it as my point of view. 


Is there anything you won’t joke about? 

If it’s funny, I will talk about it, if I have 

an observation. But if like a child died, I 
wouldn't talk about that. It’s a case-by-case 
basis.

Thanks for being good at your job. 


And thank you for being so good at yours.
